Bismarck folk 
who 
found 
the 


storm of yesterday migbty tough— 
while living in steam heated flats 
and perhaps traveling downtown in 
uutos—might turn back for comfbrt 
to Joseph Dietrich's winter in 1871 
and 1872. 


He and a companion saw some 


bad storms—perhaps as bad as that 
of yesterday—and their shelter was 
a small tent big enough to hold two 
people. , 
. 


"We were on pip river bank below 


old Fort Clark along after Christ- 
mas in 1872," recalled Mr. Dietrich. 
"We were tired, too tired1 to put up 
our tent. Sb we went to sleep .along 
in the evening' on the river bank, 
with bedding under us and the can- 
vass laying over us. 


"A storm came up 'during 
the 


night. Along about 3 o'clock next 
afternoon we 'decided we ought to 
get up. We did—and we had to dig 
out of about three feet of -snow 
which was over us." 


Mr. Dietrich said he doubted 
if 


there were any storms where it was 
colder than yesterday, but there ha«c 
been storms in this vicinity where 
there was a lot more snow. He has 
been out here since 1869. 
—One—storm he recalled, Thanks- 
giving day of 1896, there was five 


times as much snow ns yesterday, 
he said, but it probably wasn't as> 
cold. The storm of yesterday he 
said, was thc wortt he had seen in 
many years. 


"It was a little bit different in 


the—rrtd~tiays-from—living-in-a steam 
heated flat," he said. 


•'Do you remember a worse storm 


than that_of yesterday?" W. A. Fal- 
coner was* asked. 


"Yes," he replied, "but it was a 


good many years ago." 


The storm referred to, he bolicV- 


ed, wns thc Thanksgiving Day storm 
of 1806. 


"Snow was piled half as high on 


Main street as the Dakota block (a 
three-story building at Second and 
Main) and after the storm passed 
a lot of people climbed on the snow 
and were photographed," he, said. 


Thaf storm also came up during 


the night, he said. The storm was 
so bad one could not see across the 
street, and after a day of wind and 
snow the wind died out, leaving the 
weather clear and cold. 


Mr. Falconer recalled that in the 


northern part of the state a family 
perished in the storm. One one farm 
six miles north of the city, he said, 
a herd of cattle was driven befffre 
the stprm and' crowded against a 
wire fence. All perished.

“ We were on the river bank below 
old F o rt Clark along a fte r C hrist­ 
m as in 1872," recalled Mr. D ietrich. 
“ We were tired, too tirerf to put up 
our tent. So we w ent to sleep along 
in the evening on the river bank, 
w ith bedding under u s and the can­ 
vass laying over us. 
“A storm camtf up 'd u rin g 
the 
night. Along about 3 o’clock next 
afternoon we ‘decided we ought to 
g et up. We did—and we, had to dig 
out of about three feet of snow 
wbich was over us.” 
Mr. D ietrich said he doubted 
if 
there were any storm s w here it was 
colder than yesterday, but there have 
been storm s in th is vicinity where 
there was a lot more snow. He has 
been out here since 1869. 
One storm he i recalled. Thanks­ 
giving day of 1896, there was five 


tim es as much .snow as yesterday, 
he said, but it probably w asn’t as 
cold. 
The storm of yesterday, he 
said, was the w orst he had seen in 
many years. 
“ It was a little b it d ifferen t in 
the old days from living in a steam - 
heated flat,” he said. 
“ Do you rem em ber a worse storm 
than th at of yesterday?” W. A. F al­ 
coner was asked. 
“Yes,” he replied, “ but it was a 
good m any years ago.” 
The storm referred to, he believ­ 
ed, was the Thanksgiving Day storm

Feb. 14.—The keeping of 
boarders should be su b j(^t to license 
or perm it; it is so much a n;ena.c to 
fam ily life th a t a law restrictin g the 
practice m ight be available, ir tha 
opinion of P rofessor George LaPiano, 
&f H arvard university. 
In the light 
of hi.s observations in th e crowded 
tenem ents of the North End d istrict 
of the city, he said in an address to 
w orkers of the Fam ily W elfare soci­ 
ety, the hoarder in certain types of 
homes m ust be regarded as an influ-^ 
ence fo r evil.

The type of insurance advocated 
by Hoover would aim— 
_To provide for wives and fam ­ 
ilies of workers when the workers 
are “laid off." 
To stem the continual migration 
of seeker.s from place to place. 
' 
To benefit employers by enabl­ 
ing them to 
keep the 
sah ^ em­ 
ployes from year to year \vHhout 
losing eificieney by training new 
staffs after every indusU'ial de­ 
pression. 
“ Unemployment 
insurance, 
in 
my judgment, should be developed 
in the hands of mutual, non-gov­ 
ernmental 
institutions,” 
Hoover 
said. 
“ iMest organized labor opposes 
governmental 
unemployment 
in­ 
surance. 
But I lielieve that as a 
voluntary 
insurance 
in 
mutual 
form, it could and would meet with 
approval just as all other, rightly 
founded insurante has proved its 
worth.” 
“ In what way would such insur­

HITS RECORD 


Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 14.—Gold 
pro­ 
duction in Canada in li»22 passed the 
million-ouncc 
mark for 
the 
first 
time since 1902. The output of Can­ 
adian gold mines reached 1,200,000 
ounces, an increase of 31 
percent 
over the 1921 production, 
acifording 
figures 
issued by 
the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. 
Increases in production were not­ 
ed in practically all 
metals. 
The 
silver output amounted to 15,276,000 
ounces, valued at $10,634,000. 
This 
was a gain of 2,000,000 ounces in 
production over 1921. 
Lead 
production increased 
50 
percent to a 'total 
of 98,738,000 
pounds with a value of $6,141,000. 
Copper rose about 3,500,000 pounds 
to a total production of 51,229,000 
pounds valued at $6,833,000. 
The output of cdal from Canadian 
miaea during 1922 was 
14,210,000 
tons having an estimated value of 
$68,349,000. 
Asbestos reached a to­ 
tal of approximately 139,000 tons of 
all grades valued at $5,200,000. This 
was an increase of 47,000 tons. Ex­ 
panded production was due almost 
entirely to activity of mines in the 
last few months. Clay products had 
an eatimated value of $35,00^,000. 
The total value of Canada’s miner­ 
al production for 1922 was placed at 
$180,622,000. Of this total $61,731,­ 
000 represented the value of metal 
production and $118,891,000 
repre­ 
sented .the non-metals.
